EXPENSE OF STATE GOVERN.MENT 

During the past year or two, there has been much dis¬ 
cussion as to the per capita cost of state government in 
California as compared to other states. Many statements 
have been made with no authority whatever, and based upon 
such various methods as computation as suited the fancy 
of the writer. 

Stiite Controller John S. Chambers in his forthcoming 
biennial report will state the correct jier capita as follows: 
for 1911-12, $3.75; for 1912-13, $4.80; for 1913-14, $5.50; 
for 1914-15, $6.00, or an average for the five year iieriod of 
$5.12. 

For 1915-16 the total disbursements were $16,647,552. 
50, or approximately $5.50 per capita. Of this sum nearly 
$4,000,000 went for education, about 85,000,000 for benevo¬ 
lent and iienal institutions, and about $1,000,000 for admini¬ 
strative expense, and about $1,500,000 each for the regula¬ 
tive, bond interest and motor veliicle funds, wiiile tlie bal¬ 
ance was exixmded for legislative, judiciary and oilier minor 
activities.

WHY LAND ON THE POOR RETAILER? 

The Christian Science Monitor takes a departure from 
the clear reasoning which usually characterizes the editorial 
page of that fine daily, in the following: 

“Comparisons are odious” somtimes, yet often 
they serve admirably. For instance one can buy 
in United States post offices fifty 1-cent stamped 
envelopes, of fair quality, for 55 cents. This is at 
the rate of 2V^ cents for a package of twenty-five 
envelopes. In some retail stores one pays 18 cents 
for a package of twenty-five small envelopes. To be 
sure, they ai-e of better quality than those sold by 
the government. The manufacturer who sells to 
the government makes a profit; therefore the cost 
of the envelopes is less than 2 V 2 cents, and retail¬ 
ers can buy from the manufacturer. Allowing that 
the envelopes which the retailer offers aie twice as 
good as those sold by the government, and that 
they cost him 5 cents a package, is he not asking an 
exorbitant price at the 18-cent rate ? 

Theorizing about retailers buying at 5 cents and selling 
at 18 cents is about as neai‘ to facts as a great deal of the 
discussion of the high cost of living gets. But we hardly 
expected the Monitor to indulge in that sort of imaginative 
flights. It is pitiful to think of what competition would do 
to a store which would try to do business on that kind of 
a mai’gin. And this little dissertation on the retailing of 
envelopes applies to almost every article of common use. 

In the first place. Uncle Sam buys all his envelopes on 
a four-year contract from one manufacturer. It is a highly 
specialized product, made under conditions which per¬ 
mit reduction of manufacturing costs to the minimum. It 
is a product absolutely standardized, the purchaser having 
no choice beyond certain few sizes of envelopes and grades 
of stock. Most post offices carry but one gi ade. 

Moreover, there is no freight to pay on Uncle Sam’s 
envelopes. They are delivered to Uncle Sam at the con¬ 
tractor’s factory in Dayton, Ohio. Then they are shipped 
free by registered mail to whatever postoffice the purchaser 
patronizes. Is there any manufacturer or jobber anywhere 
in a position to treat the retailer like that? 

Expense of distribution is practically eliminated, so 
fai’ as the ultimate purchaser is concenied, as the stamped 
envelope business may be called a ’’side line” of the postal 
business, cai'ried on largely to stimulate quantity sales of 
stamps, to secure uniformity and especially to encourage 
the use of printed return addresses on envelopes. Uncle 
Sam is pretty good pay so there are no losses to manufac¬ 
turer, jobbers or retailers through bad credits. 

At the time the present government envelope contract 
was entered into and before prices took their present sky- 
wai’d direction, almost any retail stationer in the countiy 
sold plain envelopes of the same grade as the government 
article for 5 cents. They cost him on an average about 8% 
cents. If the manufacturers’ price was 2i/^ cents, the diff¬ 
erence was absorbed by the jobbers. But while the govern¬ 
ment still sells at the old price, buying undei- the old long- 
teim contract, the retailer is forced to pay the jobber from 
50 to 100% more at present, and to charge accordingly if 
he would avoid bankruptcy. 

As to buying from the manufacturer, not one retailer 
in 100 can do it, either because his purchases are not large 
enough for a factory order, or because he is so far from the 
factory that the freight would be prohibitive on the quan¬ 
tity he could use. Moreover, the retailer, instead of being 
able to confine his stock to a small, standardized line as does 
the post office, must cater to the public demand and car ry a 
large variety, much of which moves slowly. If he does not 
have the slow-moving items when wanted the customer will 
get out of the habit of coming to him for the items which 
move rapidly and ai’e more profitable even at a narrower' 
margin above first cost. 

The Monitor writer could not buy thel8-cent grade of 
envelopes from the post office at any price, and even if the 
government envelope contractor did business with the sta¬ 
tionery trade, he does not make them. They are manu¬ 
factured in quantities so much smaller than ce government 
commercial sizes that the portion of the difference in price 
which is not accounted for by the better quality can prob¬ 
ably be accounted for as a matter of quantity production. 
As to assuming that the 18-cent envelopes cost only 5 cents, 
it would be safe to say they were billed by the jobber at a 
price neai'er 15 cents, and must be included among the slow- 
moving lines which justify an unusual mai'gin above cost. 

Pity the poor retailer. Of all the unfortunate people in 
the present orgy of advancing prices, he is the worst off! 
If there are any big margins involved in the present high 
prices, he is not getting them. It may be the jobber, or it 
may be the manufacturer. The retailer has to pay higher 
prices for everything—and then he has to appease the en¬ 
raged ultimate consumer when he raises prices in self-pro¬ 
tection. Because the poor retailer is nearest to the said 
U. C., he is held responsible for all the trouble. Please, Mr. 
Monitor Man, wont you say a good word lor the retailer? 

In speaking of the retailer, the average retailer is re¬ 
ferred to, not the city department store which may be re¬ 
tailer and jobber as well. Moreover, there is no cnticism 
of the stamped envelope system, but merely the contention 
that it affords absolutely no basis of comparison for con¬ 
ditions in any retail trade. 


GETTING THE FACTS OUT OF MEXICO 

Hollywood Citizen:—Lincoln Steffens has a message for 
the American people. Were it not for the fact that his mes¬ 
sage was contraiy to the message the big financial interests 
of the country desire conveyed, it would be conveyed tiiru 
the newspapers and magazines of this country to the people 
of the United States. 

But Lincoln Steffens has a message from Mexico, i^nd 
that message says that foreign inteiests have caused the 
disturbances in Mexico ever since Diaz took control, .tnd 
included in that word “foreign” is the Uniteu States. 

That’s why Lincoln Steffens’ message will get onl^ as 
far as his voice will cairy it. 

That’s why President Wilson will be continually ma¬ 
ligned and abused for his Mexican policy, because Mr. Wil¬ 
son understands, as does Mr. Steffens, the situation in Mex¬ 
ico, while the majority of the public, forced to gather tneir 
information from their dishonest newspapeis, do not under¬ 
stand. 

None who heard Lincoln Steffens in his addiess in Los 
Angeles could doubt that he knew of what he was talking; 
could doubt that his stay of many months in Mexico nad 
taught him the truth. 

And when he said that the revolutions of Villa were fi¬ 
nanced by American interests none doubted that he knew. 
None understanding the situation could fail to believe that 
American interests were the cause of the murder of Ameri¬ 
can citizens at Columbus. 

And believing these facts, none with sincere regard for 
the more worthy things of life "could refrain from thanl ing 
God that we had a President big enough to understand the 
situation and brave enough to face every possible abuse and 
vituperation in order to stand for the right. 

.^^nd what a world of truth there is in Mr. Steffans’ 
statement when he says that when we have taken the con¬ 
trol of the affairs of this nation from the hands of the big 
interests then and only then should we step into Mexico to 
assist our brothers who are fighting as best they know now 
—and who knows but what with better results—to wrest 
the control of their government and their property from 
interests that would control there as they control here. 

May God forbid that the citizens of the Uniter States 
may ever have a part in defeating the Mexican purposi to 
ocfiue fairness and justice for all the people.

General William L. Wilson, who held that portfolio in the 
cabinet during the second term of Grover Cleveland. The 
first rural routes were out of Charlestown, Urvilla and Hall- 
town, W. Va., and the system has grown until it requires 
the services of 42,718 carriers, who traveled 1,973,993 miles 
in 1915. This service has made it possible for the farmers, 
growers and stock ranchers to have the daily papers deliver¬ 
ed at their homes, allowing them to keep us well posted as 
their city friends. 

THE HIGH COST OF CRIME 

One of the pathetic things about the recent Wells-Fi rgo 
robbery in Los Angeles was the assassination of the id3als 
with which the criminal’s wife surround him. One of the 
truly beautiful things was her refusal to believe his guilt 
until after his confession. It was a realization that tore the 
heatr strings, but her faith and tenderness rose to sublime 
heights. The law will punish the criminal but who can re¬ 
store her blind, unswerving faith in ideals? When psycho¬ 
logists solve this problem they will have established the first 
step in criminal refoim.—Redondo Reflex.
